BIG EPIDEMIC OF TYPHOID. 


During Past Three Weeks 441 Cases 
Have Been Reported. 

New York, September 28.—Greater New 
York is at present threatened with what 
may be the severest epidemic of typhoid 
fever in its history. Not only are the 
number of typhoid cases reported for the 
three weeks of September ending last 
Saturday greater than that of any month 
last year, but since the beginning of the 
summer the death rate has been so much 
nigher than formerly that the health de- 
partment is now thoroughly alarmed and 
is bending every effort toward checking 
the disease. 

When it is considered that the spread of 
typhoid last year was greater than it 
has been for many years, the gravity of 
the present situation is indicated. 

For the three weeks just ended the to- 
tal number of cases reported at the 
health department was 441. The fatali- 
tles numbered 74, or a death rate of near- 
ly 20 per cent. Last year during the 
worst month, that of October, the largest. 
number of cases in New York was 324 
and the highest death rate at any time 
during the year was 13.4 per cent.

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THE WORLD’S TONGUE. 


More and More English is Becoming 


the Universal Language. 
(From The San Francisco Bulletin.) — 
English is today what French was in 


mon consent for intercommunication be- 
tween statesmen, savants and fashiona- 
ble and Uterary persons of different na- 
tions. With English one 
way conveniently along any of the beaten 
English as their vernacular than speak 
any other Buropean tongue. 

A sign of the growth in importance of 
the Emglish tongue’is the recent action 
of the school authorities of the German 
government in making English an option- 
al study in the public schools of Sax- 
ony. This action was induced by a pe- 
tition addressed to the government by 
the Dresden schoolmasters association. 
The petition was an excellent syliabus of 
the arguments in favor of English as a 
subject for study in the German public 
schools. A portion of it was as follows: 

First—English is the most widely used 
civilized language in the world. 

Second—It is the most important lan- 
guage for Germany’s international trade 
relations, In Dresden especially’ the 
knowledge of Pnglish is of great advan- 
tage to shopkeepers and commercial men, 
owing to the important Anglo-American 
colony there. 

Third—English deserves preference over 
French on account of its literature, 
which (a) excels that of France both 
from the artistic and moral point of 
view; (b) appeals more nearly to our 
our sentiment and understanding as that 
of a Germanic people; (c) has played a 
prominent part in the development of our 
own literature. 

Fourth—English is not 
Fremch in educative value. 

Fifth—In the teaching of English the 
readily learned grammatical forms of the 
language enable the time allotted’ to its 
study to be spent in attaining the most 
important object in teaching a foreign 
language—the power of its free use in 
speech and writing. This is not possible 
in the case of French, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of its grammar. 

It is only within recent times that Eng- 
lish has been taught carefully even in 
Engl and American schools. The old 
theory was that a student learned Eng- 
lish best by reading the Latin and Greek 
authors. While the benefits of a know!l- 
edge of Latin and Greek are very great, 
and certainly assist in acquiring the ac-
